The final performance of “Н. M. S. Pinafore" will close the curtain on the last 
major production of the 1953-54 season of the Sumter Little Theatre. 


This season, 480 persons participated one or more times in 61 performances, either 
as cast or crew or both. This group expended 20,158 man-hours in the production of 
eight plays—six major and two one-act plays presented for “Membership Night" pro- 
grams. 


The 101 actors acc^un:ed for 6,424 of these hours. For every two hours that a 
performer appeared on the stage, he or she had spent some 77 hours in rehearsal, mem- 
orizing of lines, putting on (and taking off) make-up, and getting into (and out of 
costume. 


The production crew of 119 spent 7,086 hours painting a British warship, sewing 
Elizabethan costumes, furnishing several living rooms, ringing door bells and tele- 
phones, shooting pistols, rigging lights and gathering everything from ten little Indian 
figures to 100 boxes of crackerjack. 


The 260 people who worked “ир front" spent 6,648 hours writinz publicity, таКїпт 
posters, getting the programs together, taking seat reservations, handling the box of- 
fice, seating the audience, ad infinitum. This does not include the countless hours spent 
by committees (such as the play reading group), or the hours of effort spent by the 
Board of Directors and officers in planning, organizing and bookkeeping. 


If one person could do all of this, he would have to work steadily for 40 hours a 
week, every week of the year for 9% years. 


This is just an indication of how YOUR Little Theatre serves as а community 
enterprise, as an outlet for self-expression in acting, directing, producinz and in the 
techncal, executive and many other phases of activity that only a Little Theatre can 
offer. ‘The pleasures and excitement ot the presentations are shared by the people 
producing them and by the audiences for whom they are produced.
